The banks contended that the provis- 
ions of the law providing fjr the as- 
sessment of national bank slock -were 
invalidated by a decision of the Su- 
preme Court. 


The District Attorney supports the 


contention, recommends tho cancella- 
tion of the sales of the property in 
question but holds that the bajiks are 
not entitled to interest on the claims , 


The Distilct Attorney says that on 


February 27, 1905, the Supreme Court 
ot the United States decld-recl the law 
of this State relating- to the taxation 
of national bank stock invalid in the 
case of the San Francisco National 
Bank vs. Dodge. 


Pie holds that, under Section 3,804 


of the Political Code, all taxes levied 
upon national bank stock could be re- 
funded, and In the case of the Stewart 
Law & Collection Agency against Aj- 
umecla 
county, 
the Supreme Court 


held that the county was bound to re- 
fund all taxes illegally, or erroncously 
collectfl. 


Previously to the session 
of 
the 


Legislature ot 1B05, section 3804, 
the 


District Attorney sets forth, provided 
that claims under that section should 
be presented within six months 
for 


payment, but, In 1905, section 
3804, 


was amended so <tho,t claims 
under 


that section should be presented with- 
in three years after tho payment of 
the taxes sought to be refunded.

M. Glen Fling describes a unique army 
in Madagascar: 
"Charging with heads lowered is part 
of the drill, and an exciting part too for 
the onlooker. Thirty 
mounted nath es 
mounted on theii oxen stand at attention 
some hundred feet apart from thirty 
more natives similarly mounted. At the 
given signal they rush at each other, the 
oxen with their heads lowered ready to 
strike, the natives with 
their 
spears 
grasped firmly and eyes fixed on the on- 
coming 'foe.' 
They come to a sudden 
halt about three feet apart, wheel right- 
about-face and make ready for the sec- 
ond charge. 
"To one watching It seerns as though 
tho two corps must of a certainty go 
crashing Into each other, and this is 
what sometimes does happen in the earlv 
drills. 
These accidents never result iii 
serious mishaps, however, and amid great 
yelling of natives, sounding of bugles, 
snorting and stamping of oxen the cav- 
alry is always brought back into posi- 
tion and order is once more wrought out 
of chaos. 
"The oxen are neither slow nor easily 
frightened, and they have proved most 
intelligent, learning their part of army 
life with remarkable rapiditj and tak- 
ing to it as naturally as a regular vet- 
eran charger. They are powerful beasts 
and possess great fortitude and endu- 
rance.

SOLDIERS &S$E WQN OVEfS 


ST. PETERSBURG, October 30, 12:55 p. m.—The city con- 


tinues outwardly calm, but there is the most intense excitement 
beneath the surface. The strike committee continues to restrain the 
people, this being considered the best means of attaining the ends in 
view, but behind the scenes the members of the committee are hold- 
ing constant meeting with the leaders of the various groups and 
seem to be preparing for a bold stroke at the opportune moment. 


The committeemer. know that an open collision would force a 


show of hands. The army, they say, is being gradually won over to 
the people's cause. Only the Cossacks, who are referred to as Em- 
peror Nicholas' "Swiss guards," are absolutely faithful to the exist- 
ing regime. The Ismalovsky guard regiment, which was reported 
to have refused to do guard duty and is to be confined to barracks 
surrounded by Cossacks. An investigation by the Associated Press, 
however, failed to confirm the report. 


During the night firing occurred at the Polytechnic school, 


where a number of students are held as prisoners. The Cossacks 
surrounding the building dispersed the workmen with their whips 
and were denounced by the students from the windows. The stu- 
dents finally fired, unhorsing two soldiers. Thereupon the Cossacks 
fired two volleys. The result is not known. The policeman in the 
Vassailie Ostrov district was found dead this morning, having been 
murdered on his beat. Many of the police are afraid of losing their 
Jives and have refused to do patrol duty. Their places have been 
taken by foot soldiers. 


The city is filled with false and sensational reports, set afloat by 


the revolutionists. 


The news from the provinces indicates that the authorities are 


getting control in some sections, but generally the situation is grow- 
ing worse instead of improving. In many places the students and 
strikers are fighting the "black hundred," as the bands of roughs are 
termed. 


The demands of the people are increasing proportionately with 


the success of the demonstration. The cry for a constituent as- 
sembly is now almost universal, but the "reds" declare that even that 
would not satisfy the people, and argue that there must be some lamp 
post work. 


On account of the food shortage, even the first-class restaurants 


have increased their prices. The Minister of Finance has issued an 
order permitting meat importation by water. The scarcity of milk 
is especially felt.

markets until the interior 


situation in Russia has changed. 
The parting of the foreign bank- 
ers and M. Kokovsoff, the Fi- 
nance Minister, was 
entirely 


amicable, the former expressing 
their willingness to return to St. 
Petersburg and resume the ne- 
gotiations at the minister's invi- 
tation. 


During the negotiations M. 


KokosovofE told the bankers that 
it was the intention of the gov- 
ernment to employ the proceeds 
of the loan for the liquidation of 
the war expenses, the repatriation 
of the army, etc., and to generally 
restore the status quo ante-bel- 
lum. There is also tatcit under- 
standing to place orders for war- 
ships in the countries participat- 
ing in the loan. The foreign bank- 
ers have arranged to leave St. 
Petersburg in a body on Wednes- 
day by, water. A steamer has 
been chartered for this purpose.

Our neighbors are invited to keep an eye on Oakland and Ala- 


meda count}'. The real estate men are a unit in declaring the^ de- 
mand for building property was never so brisk as at the present time. 
The phrase "demand for building property" is significant. It is an 
evidence that buyers are seeking lots on which to build. The busy 
mills and contractors are another evidence of the building activity. 
All orders'for materials are behind hand. The largest dealer in 
Oakland reports that he is months behind his orders for cement. 
1 
Last year over 2,500 new houses were erected in Alameda coun- 


ty. 
Of these 700 were erected in Berkeley alone; over 1,200 within 


the limits of Oakland; about 200 in the Fruitvale-Elmhurst district, 
and the remainder in Alameda, Piedmont, Emeryville, Hayward and 
San Leandro. Every part of the county grew. 


The unprecedented building activity, of last year is being out- 


stripped this year. The entire region along the eastern shore of the 
bay, from Point Richmond on the north to San Leandro bay on the 
south, and radiating along the foothills to Hayward and beyond, is 
growing with unexampled rapidity. 
New manufacturing plants 


are being added to our local industries, and the development of trans- 
portation facilities, both rail and water, is drawing hither population, 
capital and enterprise. • 


It is gratifying to note that there has been a marked improve- 


ment in the streets of late. Telegraph avenue has been bitumenized 
beyond Fortieth street and the busier portion of San Pablo is being 
repaved. Miles of new sidewalks have been laid, many, new streets 
opened, and many old streets macadamized. An enormous amount 
3>f sewer work,has been accomplished, both in the newer and older 
parts of the city, and a good start made toward the improvement of 
Lake Merritt and the reclamation of the marsh lying between the 
lake and the Eighth street bridge. Other improvements are project- 
ed for the near future that will greatly adorn the city. 


Not the least beautifying of the improvements now in progress 


is the work of the School Department. When the new 'buildings 
now being erected and the old ones b'eing reconstructed are com- 
pleted the school children of Oakland will be housed in edifices at 
once commanding and beautiful such as befit a city inhabited by peo- 
ple of wealth, taste and enterprise. They will be structures to which 
every citizen can point with pride. Their very presence will be an 
inspiration to public spirit and civic pride. However, one cannot 
look at these splendid new school buildings without lamenting that 
they do not include one of noble proportions and elegance of out- 
line to house the Polytechnic High School. But that is a defect 
which can be supplied later on. 


While there are some things one could wish were better, the 


jfeneral situation is full of promise and a spur to activity and enter- 
prise; it charges the community, with a vigor and energy which is 
impressive to the outsider and highly encouraging to the progressive 
resident.

Roosevelt Dissipates an Illusion 


President Roosevelt has put to flight another popular supersti- 


tion. His voyage to 'Hampton Roads will probably be the last we, 
shall hear of the prevalent notion that a President forfeits his office 
by venturing outside of the territory of the United States. 
This 


notion seems to be an inherited tradition. It had become so firmly 
established that many educated people accepted it without question 
Yet it never had any real foundation in fact. 


There is no provision of the Constitution that the President shall 


forfeit his office in case he passes beyond the boundaries of the Unit- 
ed States. Neither is there any statute to that effect, and if there 
were such a law it would be void ab initio because Congress has no 
power to restrict the President's Constitutional prerogatives. There 
is nothing in the Constitution forbidding the President going abroad 
and staying as long as he pleases 


However, there is a question in the background which admonish- 


es Presidents not to absent themselves from American soil for long 
at a time. In case of the Vice-President being called upon to act in 
case of emergency, he could not-do so without being formally sworn 
in as President, and in case of being so installed as President there 
exists no way of getting him out. Constitutional lawyers are divided 
on the point, but a great many are of the opinion that if a .Vice- 
President be sworn in because of the absence or disability of the 
President he thereby becomes President for the remainder' of the 
term. This view is not in accordance with common sense, but it has 
weight as indicating a ground for ^erious contention of a character 
dangerous to the peace and welfare of the Republic. 


But it would be absurd if the President could not cross the 


water in an American ship to visit dominions belonging to the United 
States. Porto Rico, Hawaii and the Philippines are islands belong- 
ing to this country. To say that the President is out of the political 
jurisdiction of the United States b) sailing in an American man-of- 
war from one part of the country to another is to violate common 
sense as well as a fundamental axiom of international law. In law 
the deck of an American ship is American soil, and as long as the 
President stands on that his foot io or, the native heath of the land 
over which he rules. 


Unless John Barrett, United States Minister to Colombia, is 


very much mistaken we had better look out for our commercial inter- 
ests in the Latin-American countries instead of worrying over a 
problematical boycott in China. Only a short time ago Barrett was 
shouting out that the opening for American trade was in the Orient. 
In China he saw ^00,000,000 people, and in his mind's eye he saw 
every Chinese, old and young, buying $5 worth of foreign goods 
each year. Bu.t that was when something was doing to work up 
a sentiment on this coast in favor of again letting down the bars to 
Chinese immigration, but now the boycott is petering out and the 
pro-Chinese propaganda is being jolted by the trade returns and by 
reliable statistics concerning the population and commercial possi- 
bilities of the Flowery kingdom. South America is certainly a great 
field for American trade expansion, but our trade interests are not 
likely to be promoted to any, large extent by a faker and bloviating 
job chaser of the stamp cf John Barrett.

pleuropneumonic or 
bronchopneumonio 
varieties, while later on the lesions are 
so complex that it is often impossible to

them.

pleuropneumonic 
actlnomycosls the invasion occurs from 
without, but sootier or later the two 
forms run into each other, the pleuro- 
pneumonic extending Inward, until the 
bronchi are Involved, or the bronrho- 
pneumonio progressing until tne pleura 
Is affected.

night the pastor, Robert Whitaker spoke especially to 
business men, on the subject, "How To Get More Out of 
Life." 
Taking for his text the words of Jesws, "He that 


findeth his life shall lose it, but he that loseth his life for 
My sake shall find it," Mr. Whitaker said: 


"When women get together they talk about clothes 


and children. When men get together they talk about 
money. Women greet each other, 'How's the baby?' 
Men greet each other, 'How's business?' And the fact 
that there are so few men "comparatively in the churches 
is very largely due to the fact that there is less religion in 
business than there is in home life. 


"There would be more men in the churches if there 


were fewer in the jails and penitentiaries. There would 
be more men in the churches if there -were fewer in 
saloons, and dives, and low theatres. There would be 
more men in the churches if there were more sense in 
sports and atletics. But after all the chief reason why 
the modern man is not in the church is—business. There 
\is too much business that won't mix well with Religion. 


"Modern business life is very largely characterized 


by three things—grind, greed and ^godliness. The busi- 
ness man is either too tired to attend church, too much 
int&ested in other things, generally money-malting, or too 
well aware of the contradiction between his method's and 


\ the ideals- of Jesus. Hjs nerves are tense, but his princi- 
ples are slack. 


"Business means busyness. It is better that a man 


should be busy than that he should be idle. But to be 
over-busy is little better than not to be busy at all. The 
man who makes a slave of himself has a fool for his mas- 
ter. 
\. 


"Tlie slavishness of modern business life is too ap- 


parent to ne.ed comment. If, this ma.d rush were the end 
of civilization- it were almost better that we had never 
ceased to be savages. Where is the sense of. it? There is 


ern business. It is insanity in industry. . It is commer- 
cial suicide. It is economic infidelity. 


"And it really isn't necessary. Even the great cap- 


tains of industry have found time for some things besides 
money-making. The people who work the hardest don't 
get the most. Other things being equal the fewer hours 
a man works, within reasonable limits, the more he gets 
for them. No man makes a good living who doesn't make 
a good life. 


"There are few men who have dared to say anything 


good about avarice. The Parthians poured' melted gold 
into the mouth of Crassus, saying satirically, 'Now 
"be 


satiated with what thou covetedst through life.' 
It was 


not drunkenness, or lust for which the world's greatest, 
soul was sold, but greed. And when the Saviour of the 
world was dying avarice laughed and bickered at his feet 
over his clothes. It is the foulest devil that ever walked 
among men. 


"It is greed tlwt makes for godlessness in business^ 


TTiere are those who justify anything in 'business on the 
ground that business is war. General Sherman told us 
what war is, and the business that is run on war principle-? 
is no better. Make business religious and there'll be no 
trouble about getting men into the churches. And it is 
every Christian man's business to make business Chris- 
tian. 'If thy right hand offend thee cut it off,' said the 
Master, and 'If thy right eye offend thee pluck it out.' 
We need martyrs in business today quite as much as we 
need them in the pulpit. It is fine to be able to 'say, 'I 
would rather be right than be president/ but for most of 
us it is very easy to say, for our chances of being president 
make that kind of vicarious virtue easy. But what we 
need is a lot of men and women who will be right whether 
they 'get along in business' or not. The Christianization 
of American business is a, bigger problem than the Chris- 
tianisation of the heathen world. And it is going to test 
the churches a good deal more."
